The Way In Which He Happened to Become 
Director of the Mint. 

The death of Mint Director Linderman brings 
to mind the incidents of his appointment to the 
oflice he held at the time of his death. 
when President Johnson made his appointments, 


he sent to the Senate the names of ex-Governor | 


Johnson, for Collector of Customs for this dis- 
trict ; William Millward, Director of the Mint ; 
Charles M. Hall, Postmaster; Dr. Harbinson, 
Surveyor of Customs; Chambers McKibben, 
Assistant Treasurer of the United States for 
the sub-Treasury here, and so on to all 
the oftices, Collector of Internal Revenue, Asses- 
sors, Naval Officer and all the rest. Of the entire 
lot, Chambers McKibben, a Democrat, as Assist- 
ant Treasurer, and John W. Frazier as Assessor of 
the First district, were the only ones confirmed, 
and the rest, withont exception, were turned 
down, Then Chambers McKibben tried to have 
Dr. Linderman appointed Director of the Mint, 
and he made a formal request to that effect, for 
at that time the Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States was also Treasurer of the Mint. 


Hugh McCulloch was Secretary of the 
Treasury then and declined to enter- 
tain the request, because he had already 


selected Professor Richard McCulloch, of Balti- 
more, for the position, but before the appoint- 
ment was made out the Baltimore man died 
suddenly and Asa Packer and Chambers McKib- 
ben again visited Washington in the interest of 

Dr. Linderman. This time they saw President 
Johnson and were successful and brought back 
the commission. Previous to that Dr, Linderman 
had been in the brokerage business in this city, 
but had not been snecessful, but his experience 
in mint affairs had been gained in twelve years’ 
service that antedated his failure in trade. Be- 
forethat he practiced medicine in his native 
county, where his father, for forty years before 
him, had been at the head of the medical pro- 
Tession. 

When Linderman’s name as Director was sent 
to the Senate Thad Steyens was in the House, 
and he gave all his great personal influence to 
aid the confirmation. He had also been largely 
instrumental in having Chambers McKibben 
confirmed, and a gentleman who asked him in a 
letter why he had given such yaluable assistance 
to a Democrat and had not helped the Republi- 
cans received the following reply: ‘ Why, 
heis a ‘clever old Copperhead and you always 
know where to find hime The rest were ridicu- 
lously weak-kneed Republicans, deserying no 
support.” 

John W. Frazier’s confirmation was brought 
about in this wise: Frazier wasa member of a 
Sectional School Board which stood 6 Republi- 
cans and 6 Democrats. Ata meeting Frazier 
introduced a resolution indorsing President 
Johnson S policy. The half dozen Democrats 
with Frazier’s yote—at that time a Republican— 
caused the resolution to reeeive favorable con-

In 1858 he held bis first public office, he being 
appointed Chief Clerk to James R. Snowden, who 
was then Director of the Vhiladelphia Mint. Iu 
this capacity he served until 1861, when ex-Governor 
James Pollock was appointed Director 6f the Mint, 
and continuéd Dr. Linderman as bis Chief Clers. 
He resigned this position in 1864, and went {nto the 
broker business on Wainut street, above Third. re- 
maining in that basiness until 1566, when ex-Gov- 
ernor Vollock resigned the directorship and William 
Milwood was appointed to fill the vacancy. The 
latter gentleman, éver, Was not confirmed by the 
Senate. and Dr. Linderman was appointed under 
President Jolnson’s administration.
